WORK OF THE NATIONAL COMMITTEE. 


A Dozen Cities Battle Earnestly for 
the Honor, 


BUT THE “WINDY CITY” TAKES THE PRIZE 


The News of the Capital Told in Brief 
Paragraphs—Honoring Former 
Speakers. 


WASHINGTON, January 21:—Chicago is the 
place, and June 2ist is the date, for the 
assembling of the democratic national con- 
vention for the purpose of nominating can- 
didates for president and vice president. 

The selection gives general satisfaction, and 
is regarded as the best available. 

It has already developed that Minneapolis 
is unequal to entertaining the republican 
convention. Indeed, the national conven- 
tions are now becoming so ponderous that it 
is difficult to find accommodations for them 


any where. 

It was this condition which had a controll- 
ing influence in the choice of Chicago. This 
city has the largest buildings, the best gen- 
eral railroad approach and the greatest num- 
ber of hotels of any city in the union. The 
crowd which will attend the next conven- 
tion will be enormous. 

Called to Order. 

The national committee met here at noon 
today, Chairman Brice presiding. Alabama 
was represented by Henry D. Clayton, Jr.; 
Florida, Samuel Pasco; Georgia, J. H. Estill; 
Mississippi, C. A. Johnston; North Carolina, 
Senator Ransom; South Carolina, John C. 
Haskell; Tennessee, R. T. Looney; Virginia, 
Senator Barbour. 

The committee at once went intofsecret ses- 
sion to settle the questions of proxies and con- 
tests. In secret session, Secretary Harrity, of 
the Pennsylvania state com mittee, 
presented his credentials as a national com- 
mitteeman yesterday, having been selected by 
the state central committee of that state 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death of W. 
L. Scott. Chairman Brice, of the national 
committee, had, at the time of Scott’s death, 
appointed ex-Congressman James Kerr to fill 
the vacancy from Pennsylvania, but the state 
central committee of Pennsylvania yesterday 
formally declared that Chairman Brice 
had no right, permanently, to fill such 
vacancy, and thereupon selected Secretary 
Harrity as Mr. Scott’s successor, utterly ignor- 
ing Kerr's claims. It was expected that this 
controversy might provoke an acrimonious dis- 
cussion in the secret session, but Mr. Kerr re- 
signed, and Mr. Harrity was declared to be Mr. 
Scott’s successor. 

Tuesday, June 2Iist. 

Tuesday, June 21st, was selected as the date 
for the national convention. A recess was 
then taken until 3:30 o’clock. Four o’clock 
was set as the time for opening the hearing of 
delegations upon the location of the conven- 
tion, twenty minutes to be allowed each dele- 
gation. 

The Location. 

At 4 o’clock the claims of contesting cities 
were presented in the following order: Cin- 
cinnati, Detroit, Indianapolis, Kansas City, 
Milwaukee, New York, San Francisco and St. 
Paul. 

A recess was then taken until 9 o'clock. 
When the committee reassembled the ballot- 
ng was begun. On the first ballot Kansas 
City led with 13 votes; also on the second 
dallot, with 12 votes; Milwaukee second in 
dach. 

On the third ballot San Francisco led with 
15 votes; Milwaukee second with 10. 

On the fourth ballot St. Paul led with 13. 

On the fifth ballot Cincinnati led with 11. 

On the sixth ballot Detroit led with 19; 
Milwaukee second in all, with a varying vote. 

On the seventh ballot a dark horse came in 
—Des Moines, Ia.—not formally named pre- 
vious to the balioting, and led with 17, Mil- 
waukee again second with 9. San Francisco 
received no vote on the previous ballot and 
was dropped. 


Eighth Bailot—Indianapolis 22, Milwaukee. 


second with 9, DesMoines dropped. 

Ninth Ballot—Milwaukee 20, New York 
second with 10. ° 

Chicago on the first ballot received one vote 
and got up to five on the seventh. 

On the tenth ballot Milwaukee led with 18 
and Chicago was second with 13. Cincinnati 
teceived nothing and was dropped. 

Eleventh Ballot—Milwaukee 22, Chicago 
second with 15. 

Twelfth Bailot—Milwaukee 20, Chicago 17. 

Thirteenth Ballot — Milwaukee 21, Chi- 
cago 17. 

New York fell to one vote on the twelfth 
ballot and was dropped on the thirteenth. 

Fourteenth Ballot—Chicago 22, Milwau- 
kee 21, 

The fifteenth and last ballot stood: Detroit 
1, Milwaukee 18, St. Paul 1, Chicago 27. 

The vote was then made unanimous for Chi- 
ago, on motion of Mr. Mitchell, of Wisconsin. 
The Rules Reported. 

Speaker Crisp will, perhaps, preside over 
the house on Monday. He has been steadily 
improving each day, and was able to walk 
about the halls of the hotel a little today, 
The fact that he has concluded his work on 
the rules, and that they were reported to the 
house today, relieves his mind of a burden, 
and having no work to perform between now 
and Monday, he shouid gain strength rap- 
Idly. The rules are to be adopted by 
the house on Monday, Mr. McMillin and Mr. 
Catchings, of the committee on rules, will 
make speeches in explanation of them. Ex- 
Speaker Reed will offerthe rules of the last 
congress as a substitute, in order that he may 
have an opportunity to defend them from the 
attacks which have been made upon them for 
the past two years. Mr. Reed has been pre- 
paring his speech for several months, and his 
friends say it will be the finest he was ever 
known to deliver upon the floor of the house. 
Of course the galleries will be filled to hear 
bim, for now that Ingalls has left the halls of 
congress, Mr. Reed takes his place as a mag- 
net for the crowds. 

Mills’s Want of Courtesy. 

Mr. Mills is being severely criticised today 
by his friends, as well as those who are not 
considered his friends, for his action in declin- 
Ing to serve as chairman of the committee on 
— The unanimous opinion is that he 
| to snub the speaker by not notifying 
of his declination. Courtesy requires that he 


should bave notified the speaker, instead of

A CRISIS IN CHILE. 


President Montt Is in Danger at Home and 
| Abroad. 

WASHINGTON, January 21.—{Special.j—It 
is learned tonight, upon the highest au- 
thority, that the reason for delay in send- 
ing to congress the Chilean correspondence 
is that the administration is advised that a 
cabinet crisis in Chile is imminent. 

Montt is in favor of a withdrawal of the 
Matta letter, through the publication 
throughout the world of an apology, this 
to be accompanied by full reparation to the 
United States. 

The Balmacedists, who are constantly plot- 
ting against Montt, have succeeded in stir- 
ing up such opposition to this course that 
Montt dare not act. He is confronted with 
two horns of a dilemma, and, according to 
the latest advices, he must choose between 
war with the United States and internal 
war, and is likely to select the former. 

Unless, therefore, there is a decided 
change in the situation, the message will 
be sent to congress on Monday.

Lonpon, January 21.—The Times publishes 
dispatches from Santiago De Chile, which 
states that Captain Evans, of the United 
States steamship, Yorktown, prudently ascer- 
tained that the Chilean government declined 
to accept Minister Egan’s pretention that a 
mercantile flag would protect the Chilean refu- 
Fair and he, therefore, carried them under a 

nited States warship flag to Callao. The 
conduct of Captain Evans, the dispatch adds, 
is highly appreciated in Santiago, and says 
that Minister Egan’s hostile attitude is in 
complete contrast to Captain Evans's policy.

JERRY JUMPS ON THE TARIFF. 


And Says the Democrats Should Repeal the 
McKinley Bill. 

WASHINGTON, January 21.—In' the house a 
large number of bills and resolutions were in- 
troduced and referred. Among them one by 
Mr. Bland, for the free coinage of gold and 
silver and for the issue of coin notes. 

On motion of Mr. Outhwaite, a resolution 
was adopted calling on the secretary of the 
treasury for a statement of drawbacks paid to 
importers of tin plate under the provisions of 
the McKinley bill. Also for a statement of 
duties refunded to importers of salt for curing 
fish and meat. 

Mr. Harvey, of Oklahoma, from the com- 
mittee on Indian affairs, reported a bill appro- 

riating 815,000 to complete the allotment of 
ands to Cheyenne and Arapahoe Indians in 
Oklahoma. 

Jerry Simpson on the Tariff. 

In the discussion of this measure, Mr. 
Simpson, of Kansas, had an opportunity to 
enter the arena of debate, and his brief re- 
marks were listened to with great attention. 
He stood in front of one of the aisles. His at- 
titude was easy and his delivery good. He 
started off with the declaration that the $15,- 
000 already appropriated had been squandered, 
but he was strongly in favor of the pending 
measure, as it would allow settlers to secure 
homes. He hoped that the house, with its 
large democratic majority, would do what 
ought to have been done before. Touching 
upon the tariff, he asserted that the 
protective tariff policy, as pursued by the 
republican party, instead of bringing 
prosperity to the farmers, had brought disaster 
—[applause on he democratic side] - and they 
wanted to seek homes and begin life under a 
democratic administration, which, he hoped, 
would repeal the McKinley bill and all kin- 
dred tariff laws, and bring prosperity to the 
country. The bill pee 

Mr. Catchings, of Mississippi, from the com- 
mittee on rules, repofted a new code of rules, 
which was ordered printed in The Record. 
Mr. Catchings stated that the code was sub- 
stantialiy that which governed the fiftieth 
congress. There werethree or four changes.

Accepting the Portraits. 


After recess the portraits of ex-Speakers 
Grow and Randall, of Pennsylvania, were 
brought into the hall and placed upon easels 
provided for them. They were carefully scru- 
tinized by the members, and the remarks 
passed upon them were highly eulogistic. Mr. 
Grow was upon the floor looking hale and 
hearty, and, apparently, bearing youthfully 
the burden of years which have rested upon 
him since he presided over the deliberations 
of the house in the thirty-seventh congress. In 
the members’ gallery were seated Mrs. Ran- 
dall and her daughters. W. Stone, of 
Pennsylvania, made a brief and effective pre- 
sentation speech on behalf of the state of 
Pennsylvania. 

Speeches eulogistic of the two gentlemen 
whom the house was honoring were delivered 
by Messrs. Wright, McAleer and Brosius of 
Pennsylvania, and then Mr. Holman, who had 
been a member of the thirty-seventh house, 
the only member of the present house who en- 
joyed that privilege, in a pleasant speech, 
replete with reminiscences, in the name of the 
house, accepted the gift of the commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania. 

While he was speaking, Mr. Springer 
escorted Mr. Grow to the speaker’s desk, where 
he was gracefully received by Mr. McMillin, 
who tendered him a seat on the left. 

As the ex-speaker took his position next to 
the presiding ofticer, he was greeted with a 
round of applause. 

In concluding his remarks, Mr. Holman 
offered a resolution accepting the portraits. 

Mr. Henderson, of Iowa, made the con- 
cluding speech, and then, the resolution 
having been adopted, the house adjourned 
until Monday. ae

Federal Finances. 

WASHINGTON, January 21.—The net gold in 
the treasury today, including bullion, is $119,- 
749,286, being a loss of over six million dollars 
since the 10th instant, and a loss of over ten mill- 
ion dollars since the ist instant. 

Receipts from customs at New York a 
first twenty days of Jaruary were $8,336,042, being 
$681,513 less than receipts during the correspond- 
ing period of last year. 


A Free Pass A mendment. 


WASHINGTON, January 21.—Senator Gallenger 
today proposed an amendment to the interstate 
commerce act to allow all railroads to grant passes 
to newspaper publishers for printing advertise- 
ments, and for other services, as well as to their 
respective editors and actual employes.

THE ALLIANCEMEN 


Who Hold Seats in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


THEIR POLITICAL STATUS QUOTBD. 


But One Republican Allianceman in 
the House, 


WHILE A GREAT MANY ARE DEMOCRATS, 


And Nine Who Are Too Pronounced for 
Any Party—Georgia’s Contribution 
to the New Idea, 


WASHINGTON, January 21.—[Special.]—The 
alliance members of congress met last night 
in conference, and had a regular monkey- 
and-parrot time of it. Indeed, it looked at 
one time as if there was going to be @ 
general fist-and-skull set-to between some 
of the democratic alliancemen and the third 
party alliancemen. 

Mr. Watson had made a speech in the 
conference in which he had asked Mr. Moses 
if he thought that he (Watson) had vio- 
lated the platform upon which he was 
elected, and his pledges to his people, by 
refusing to act with the democratic party 
here. 

Mr. Moses replied that he would answer 
him in the language of the late Senator 
Hill, of Georgia, that no man had a right 
to accept a commission from one party ana 
execute it in the interest of another.” 

The discussion went along for a moment 
or two, when Colonel Tom Winn took the 
floor and said to Mr. Watson: 

“IT want you to explain to me why you, 
over your own signature, in your letter to 
the third party papers in Georgia, charged 
myself and others with being traitors to the 
people and the alliance.“ 

Mr. Watson replied that he had not used 
such an expression. 7 

Mr. Winn then stated that while he 
had not used the exact word, he had used 
a similar expression that could but convey 
that idea. 

Mr. Watson then said that it was well 
enough to let past matters drop, and that 
he would be on friendly terms with every- 
body. 

Mr. Winn replied that he was perfectly 
willing to accept Mr. Watson’s apology, 
provided Mr. Watson would make it in the 
same papers to which hq had written his 
original charges. 

This Mr. Watson refused to do, when 
Mr. Winn took the floor and shook his 
finger vigorously toward Mr. Watson and 
said: 32 

“IT am offended with you, sir, and I 
want you to understand that it will be 
better for you to attend to your own dis- 
trict, und not try to represent the niath. 
If you ever write another thing reflecting 
upon me I will hold you personally re- 
sponsible, and will demand personal satis- 
faction.“ 

Colonel Livingston land several others 
interrupted by stating that the gentle- 
men were getting off from the 
subject under discussion, and in- 
sisted that the conference should discuss 
the matters for which it had been called, 
namely, financial legislation. 

Mr. Alexander, of North Carolina, then 
introduced a resolution that in future 
meetings of the alliance members of 
congress, there should be no partisan 
politics in the discussions, 

Mr. Watson said Mr. Livingston was re- 
sponsible for interjecting {politics into the 
meeting, to which Colonel Livingston replied 
emphatically that his statement was not 
true, and went on to state that when the 
matter was first introduced by Mr. Watson 
and Mr. Simpson, they had charged that 
the third party was the only party that 
really favored financial relief to the people, 
and that it was the letters from third party 
people behind the congressmen that were 
inclining them to do anything at all. 

Colonel Livingston went on to state that 
he believed that the democratic members of 
the house were unanimously of the opinion 
that financial relief was needed, and that a 
measure of relief would be passed through 
this congress by the democratic majority. 

Mr. Watson then moved that the 
alliance conference should cease, as it 
was evident that the third party 
and the democratic alliancemen could 
not agree without lugging in their partisan 
opinions. Mr. Watson’s motion, however, 
received but three votes, that of him- 
self, Jerry Simpson and Otis of Kansas, The 
other alliancemen present agreed that future 
conferences should be held, and so voted. 

It seems that the third party element in 
congress consists of but three members 
now: Mr. Watson, of Georgia; Jerry Simp- 
son and Mr. Otis, of Kansas. 

The Alliancemen Sketched. 

There are thirty-one members of the Far- 
mers’ Alliance in the present congress. 

Of this number four are senators and the 
others are representatives. 

The four senators are: 

Peffer, of Kansas, who is a republican alli- 
anceman. ‘ 

Kyle, of South Dakota, who calls himself 
an indocrat, but who is inclined towards 
democracy, his election being due to demo- 
cratic support, He is, however, one of those 
sort who drops in with the party which it is 
best for him to be with for the time being. He 
cannot be counted upon by either side, 

The third senator is General Gordon, of 
Georgia, who is a member of the alliance, but 
whose democracy is as sound as ever. 

The fourth is Irby, of South Carolina, an 
allianceman, but above all things a democrat. 

Of the twenty-seven alliancemen in the 
house there is but one straightout republican. 
Of the remainder eighteen are democrats to 
the core and eight are people’s party repre- 
sentatives. Indeed, there are nine people's 
party representatives in the house, in ing 
Watson, of Georgia, who is not an Allian 
man. 

Tom Reed's Description o kler. 

The lone republican allianceman in the 
house is Pickler, of South Dakota, whom Tom 


| Reed described the other day in this manner. 


Said he: Until I met Pickler I never under- 
stood the meaning of that reference in the 
Bible to a wild ass’s colt.“ 

The people’s party alliancemen come from 
but three states—Kansas, Nebraska and 
Minnesota. 

From Kansas there are five. Sockless Jerry 
Simpson might be termed the leader of this 
crowd, certainly he is the most conspicuous, 
but the other four are becoming rather averse 
to following bis delirious leadership, and at 
any moment may be found squarely in the re- 
publican party. The others are: 

The People’s Party Men. 

B. H. Clover, the man who defeated Bishop 
Perkins, recently appointed senator to succeed 
Plumb, Clover, in his own account of his life, 
says he is fifty-four years of age, was born in 
Franklin county, Ohio, received a common 
school education in the schools of his native 
State and the school of experience, 
was married on all-fool's day in 
1859, and has seven children; is a 
farmer.“ He then goes on to say he never 


held public office, but has been twice chosen 


president of the Kansas alliance. 

John Grant Otis ranks third on the list of 
Kansas third party alliancemen. Otis is a 
professional dairyman, but was at one time a 
second-class lawyer up in Vermont, where he 
was born and raised. He has been a member 
of every party, even including the old green- 
back party. He has the reputation of being a 
born kicker and reformer He takes pride in 
the fact that he took an ‘‘active part in recruit- 
ing the first negro regiment of Kansas in 1862.” 

„Honest“ John Davis is another Kansas 
third party alliance congressman. He is re- 
garded as the scholar of the outfit. He was a 
former greenbacker and for years editor of a 
small paper out at Junction City. 

He has some very pronounced views on the 
money question, which ne may be relied upon 
to thoroughly ventilate in the house. Of all 
the third party men in the house he would be 
first picked out for what he is—a rustic agita- 
tor of economic reforms. He isa thick-set 
man of about fifty-eight, with gray whiskers 
and hair, which were formerly black. Of the 
whole order of financial reformers he is re- 
garded as the best authority on alliance finan- 
ciering. He has a reputation also as a talker 
and a writer. In the directory he says of him- 
self that he became widely known as an able 
and fearless writer.“ In the old times he was 
an anti-slavery agitator, and has been or is as- 
sociated with about all the greenback, Knight 
of Labor and agricultural, industrial and 
economic movements that have, by affinity, 
come his way. 

W. H. Baker is the last from Kansas. He 
was born in Pennsylvania and has been a 
farmer and stockraiser all his life. He is not 


expected to be heard from in the house except 


on roll calls, and then he will vote with his 
Kansas colleagues. 

The Minnesota third party allianceman is Kit- 
tel Halverson, a Norwegian, who immigrated 
to the United States in 1818. He is a farmer 
and stockraiser, an allianceman and a prohibi- 
tionist. He will vote with all alliancemen of 
all parties for more money, lower taxation and 
the free coinage of silver. 

From Nebraska, there is W. A. McKeighan 
and Omer M. Kern. The former was elec 
&s an independent. He refused to go i 
any caucus and voted with the third party 
menin the speakership contest. But he is 
sorry foritnow. He has seen the error of his 
way, and in the future the chances are his 
vote will be foundin the democratic column. 
He is an ardent advocate of the free coinage of 
silver. 

Mr. Kern is an extremist on financial ques- 
tions. Heisasort of a farmer, and was once 
deputy sheriff of his county out in Nebraska. 
He talks of nothing but finance, and he seems 
convinced that he could make a world of his 
own had he the raw material, and that-he 
could reform the financial system of the world 
could he get the public ear. Mr. Kern will 
probably be heard from on many occasions be- 
fore this congress adjourns. 

The Alliance Democrats. 

Now we come to the eighteen members of 
the alliance order who are democrats. 
Every one of them is a democrat 
to the very bone, too. It matters 
not how much third party talk there be these 
men are democrats, and they are going to 
make their fight for the reforms they want 
within the ranks of the democratic party. 

To begin with there are Messrs. Livingston, 
Moses, Lawson, Everett and Winn from Geor- 
gia. They are known to every reader of THE 
CONSTITUTION as a quintet of as gallant 
battlers for the cause of democracy and fur 
financial relief to the agricultural classes as 
can be found in America. And the voices of 
all five will be heard to the credit of the state 
they represent upon the floor of the house. 

Then we have Mr. Stone, of Kentucky, a 
member who has served many years upon the 
floor of the house with distinction. He isa 
member of the alliance, but above all things a 
democrat. 

There is Clarke Lewis, of Mississippi, and 
J. H. Beeman, of the same state. Lewis 
served in the last congress and in this isa 
member of the committee on agriculture, 
where he will have splendid opportunity to 
serve his constituents and the alliance, of 
which he is a leading inember. 

His colleague, Mr, Beeman, isa strong man, 
but one who is just beginning his first term, 
having been elected as a democratic alliance- 
man. 

Then we come to the four able North Caro- 
lina democrats, who are likewise alliancemen, 
and a very strong quartet they make. 

Handsome Sid Alexander is perhaps the 
leader of the quartet. The others are W. A. 
B. Branch, of Washington; Ben F. Grady, of 
Wallace, and H. A, Williams, of Ox- 
ford. All four are ex-confederate  so)- 
diers, and  straightout democrats in 
favor of tariff reform, free coinage, and an in- 
crease of the circulating medium of the coun- 
try. 

From South Carolina the is G. W. Shell 
and E. T. Stackhouse, both new men, but 
strong and earnest advocates of all the princi- 
ples of democracy. Both are farmers, and are 
here so see that the farmersof the country 
have justice at the hands of the federal gov- 
ernment. Still they are not extremists in any 
sense of the word. They are democrats who 
believe in making all fights within the party 
lines, 

From Tennessee we have Mr. J. D. Richard- 
son, an old and distinguished democratic mem- 
ber, who is now chairman of the committee on 


printing. 

Last on the list come two Virginians, J. 
W. Lawson and J. F. Epes, both new mem- 
bers, but men who have made reputations at 
home. 

Colonel Paul Edmunds, of Virginia, is also 
a farmer, and with the alliance democrats in 
their demands, though he is nota member of 
the order. 

Indeed, there are thirty or forty democrats 
in the house whom the alMancemen count on as 
being with them, but who are not actual 
alliancemen. E. W. B. 


AN IMPOSING SCENE. 


The Ceremonies Over the Body of Car- 
dinal Manning. 


A GREAT CROWD AT THE FUNERAL 


Dignitaries of Church and State in 
Attendance, 


CONSTANS REFUSES TO FIGHT LAUR. 


Stating That He Is Tired of Waiting the 
Pleasure of His Adversary—Other 
Foreign News. 


LONDON, January 21. Funeral services over 
the remains of Cardinal Manning were held in 
Brompton oratory today. Admission to the 
oratory was by ticket only, for it would have 
been utterly impossible forthe structure to 
contain a hundredth part of the vast crowd de- 
sirous of paying the last token of respect to 
the dead prelate. 

Hundreds of mounted policemen and con- 
stables on foot were present to maintain order, 
but they were seldom called upon to do more 
than speak gently to the crowd to have their 
orders obeyed. 


At 5; o’clock this morning matins and other 
services for the dead were said in the oratory, 
where the body had been lying in state during 
yesterday, having been removed from West- 
minster Tuesday night. When the solemn 
mass of requiem was commenced at 11 o’clock, 
the oratory was filled with notable personages 
representing the church, state and all political 
parties. The queen and the prince and prin- 
cess of Wales were represented by high mem- 
bers of their households. All ambassadors of 
foreign powers were also present.

PARIS HOSPITALS CROWDED 


With Patients Suffering from the Grip—The 
Death List Increasing. 


Paris, January 21.—The hospitals in this 
city are crowded with patients suffering from 
influenza. The disease prevails in a most dan- 
gerous form throughout the city, and the mu- 
nicipal authorities and assistance publique are 
making arrangements to convert available va- 
cant buildings into hospitals. De Freycinet, 
minister of war, will be asked to allow the 
barracks on the outskirts of the city to be used 
asintirmaries. There is a great increase in 
the number of deaths resulting from the dis- 
ease. 


BEN BUTLER IN COURT. 


Arguing the Appeal of the Anarchists 
Fielden and Schwab. 


WASHINGTON, January 21.—The cases of 
Samuel Fielden and Michael Schwab, the 
Chicago anarchists, convicted of complicity in 
the famous Haymarket affair, and under life 
sentence, commuted by the governor of 
Illinois from death sentence, came up in the 
United States supreme court shortly after 12 
o’clock today for argument. General B. F. 
Butlerfis one of the counsel for the anarchists. 
In the course of argument Attorney General 
Hunt, of Iliinois, quoted from the utter- 
ance of General Butler to the effect 
that foreigners were entitled to no 
greater consideration than American citizens, 
and not so much if they didn’t behave them- 
selves. 

This brought General Butler to his feet, say- 
ing., What I shall ask the court is that foreign- 
ers here under treaties have exactly the same 
rights that we have, but that when rights 

uaranteed by a treaty to foreigners are 
— in question, he is entitled to adjudica- 
tion through the courts of the United States, 
and, therefore, that the federal question will 
come up in the records. 

The importance of this statement is that it 
shows the manner in which it is expected to 
estabiish the jurisdiction of the United States 
supreme court and its right to review proceed- 
ings in a state court. _ 


The Tallest Man on Earth Dead. 
BALTiImore, January 21.— Colonel“ Pickett 
Nelson, who claimed to be the tallest man on 
earth, died here today. He had been ill for 
three weeks with typhoid fever. His body 

measures eight feet five inches in length. 
life he claimed to be t feet one inch tall 
and to weigh After death his 
frame relaxed and four inches longer 
than it had been. Nelson was a colored 


and was born in 1861 in Essex county, Vir. 
ginia. Both his parents were rather smaller 
than the average, and the boy did not begin to 
develop until he was about twelve. At that age 
his cousin, D. Richardson, who is known as 
“the human lamp,” could whip him with 
ease; four years later, Nelson could do Rich- 
ardson up with one hand. The boy seemed 
to grow by jumps, and when twenty-three 
years old was as tal! as at the time of his death. 

e was broad, too, and with his arms out- 
stretched he is said to have vertically meas 
ured nine feet from the tips of the fingers of his 
right hand to those of his left. Nelson has been 
exhibited at the museums. His remains will 
be taken to Essex county, Virginia, for burial. 
A part of the front of the house will have to 
be torn out to remove the body, as the doors 
and windows are too small to permit the re- 
moval of the coffin.

To Furnish Money Sufficient for the Wants 
of the Country. 
WASHINGTON, January 21.—Mr. Stanford 
addressed the senate in advocacy of the bill in- 
troduced by him on December 22d, to provide 
the government with means sufficient to sup- 
ply the national want of a sound circulating 
medium. The bill proposes an issue of the 
United States circulating notes to the amount 
of $100,000,000, and such additional amounts, 
from time to time, as shall be necessary to 
meet the requirements of the act, to be lent 
(under supervision of the land loan bureau) to 
owners of agricultural lands to an amount not 
exceeding half the assessed valuation of land, 
at the rate of 2 per cent interest.

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ATLANTA TO MARIETTA. 


The Building of an Klectric Line Under 
Negotiation. 

Marrerra, Ga., January 21.—([Special.)]— 
The electric line from Atlanta to Marietta is 
still the talk of the town. 

A meeting of the Chamber of Commerce 
was held here tonight, and Colonel C. J. Sim- 
mons, president of the Atlanta and Chatta- 
hoochee Railroad Company, and Mr. W. 8. 
Atchinson, representing the Short Electric 
Railway Company, were present. 

Colonel Simmons stated that all the equip- 
ments for the road had been purchased, 
aud that he would have it running 
to the river by March 18th. He estimates the 
cost of building the roadbed from the river to 
Marietta at $100,000, and wants the people 
along the line and at Marietta to dunate 
enough money to pay forthe roadbed. He 
proposes to have about fifteen stations along 
the line between Marietta and Atlanta, and to 
have two power plants, one located five miles 
from Atlanta, the other in Marietta. The 
schedules will be to run cars as often as the 
traffic will justify, and it may be 
that traius will be run each way 
every hour during the day, from 6 o’clock in 
the morning till 12 o’clock at night, and cer- 
tainly as many as six trains each way daily 
will be run. From 12 o’clock at night till 6 
o'clock in the morning the main bulk of the 
freight will be carried. The fare will not ex- 
ceed thirty-flVe cents each way, and on 
monthly tickets about seven dollars for adults 
and a less price for school children. 

It developed that another railway company 
chartered by the legislature, named the Col- 
lins Park and Belt Railroad Company, was 
moving in the matter of running a road from 
Marietta to Bolton, and there to connect with 
the Atlanta and Chattahoochee railroad. 
This road expressed itself as being willing 
to retire in favor of the Atlanta 
and Chattahoochee railway. The question 
standing in the way of the road being built is, 
Will the people donate enough to authorize 
the company to go ahead and complete it?“ 

It was generally expressed by the peopie 
that $100,000 couid not be raised as a donation, 
but, to meet that, Colonel Simmons is going to 
make a proposition to the citizens in writing, 
in a few days. in which he will state the best 
terms under which he can afford to build the 
road. These terms will, doubtless, be much 
more liberal than the donation of $100,000 
named.

OLD RELICS, 


A Chair with a History—The Story of an 
Old Indian’s Rifle. 


Coosa, Ga., January 21.—[Special.|—About 
the year 1832, James Harvey Hart moved 
from North Carolina to this county, and com- 
menced the use of a chair in rearing a large 
family of children. In 1847 Mr. Hart pre- 
sented this chair to Isaac A. McArver, who 
used it in bringing up ten children, and in 
1873 it descended to his oldest son, R. B. Me- 
Arver, who in turn presented it to John H. 
Henley in the latter part of 1891. 

This remarkable chair has seated no less 
than twenty consecutive persons at the table 
during their entire babyhood, and judging 
from the appearance of the chair it is good for 
ten more olive branches yet. 

R. B. McArver has a rifle gun which, about 
seventy years ago, was — by Cabin Smith, 
an old Indian who owned slaves and engaged 
in considerable agricultural pursuits on the 
bank of Cabin creek, where tiie bridge on the 
— road now crosses it, one mile from 

ere. 

It is a silver-mounted gun with the name 
„J. Suttle“ engraved on a silver plate dove- 
tailed into the barrel. The gun once stood 
bigher than a tall man’s head and hud a flint- 
and-steel lock, but this has been changed toa 
percussion and the barrel cut off about six 
inches. | 

A negronamed Roma McArver, a few miles 
from here, has an old English ‘“‘yorger’’ which 
was in the historic battle of King’s mountain, 
in 1780, and said to be the gun that killed 
Colonel Ferguson, the British commander in 
that memorable unpleasantness. It still re- 
tains its flint-and-steel lock and carries a ball 
about the size of an ordinary man’s thumb. 
The gun was carried inthe battle by James 
Barry, who afterwüärds gave it to his servant, 
Starling Barry, who was one of the most re- 
markable men of his race.

‘ne danger of war arises from barbarous self- 
ishness in three furms. Thereare forces in the 
administration that desire war as a means of re- 
viving the republican party’s prestige and popu- 
larity, and securing for it a new lease of power at 
a time when the people are manifestly intent 
upon dismissing it for unfaithfuiness. In brief, 
jingoism is a partisan device for election pur- 
poses. In the navy there is a desire to try the 
new ships and to win “numbers” in the promo- 
tion list—in other words, a professional desire to 
get on, which finds expression in a wish for war. 
Finally the hungry crowd of speculative con- 
tractors want war to make business for them- 
selves. 

These are the forces that make for 
war. Opposed to them are the human- 
ity of the people, the good sense of the 
community and the indisposition of sensible men 
to be further robbed by needless taxation. It is 
for the house of representatives to give voice to 
these silent but powerful sentiments. 

On the economic side especially the house should 
object with decisive emphasis. A war with Chile 
would cost us not less than a hundred millions, 
and all the glory to be got out of it is not worth 
half the money, This congress was elected to cut 
down expenses, not to swell them by needless 
war, and war with Chile is utterly needless. We 
can take perfectly good care of the national honor 
and dignity without it, and there is no pretense 
that there is anything else to be taken care of in 
the case.

It will be well, however, for the democrats, who 
control one branch of congress, and without 
whose concurrence there can be no war, to reflect 
seriously upon the consequences of falling into a 
Chilean trap. They cannot be unmindful that 
a foreign war of any dimensions beyond Custer’s 
campaign against Sitting Bull would swamp all 
other issues. It would put out“ the tariff ques- 
tion, the currency question, and the treasury def- 
icit question tor the time being as completely as 
though they did not exist. It would in like man- 
ner cover up all investigations that may be un- 
aertaken—probably it would extinguish even the 
desire to investigate. It would makea states- 
man of Lat Egan. It would render necessary 
large expenditures of money, an increase of the 
national debt, extensive contracts for all sorts of 
supplies and transportation, with the 
usual amount of picking and stealing which 
would be in the interest of the party in control of 
the executive branch of the government, and a 
new pension list. Moreover, if there were any 
glory in such a war, it would be reaped by the 
same party. That there could be any real 
glory in a war by 60,000,000 people against 
3,000;000 (except to the weaker side) is not 
to be supposed; but there are a great many 
ill-informed persons who think that any kind of a 
war must be supported, and that the way to sup- 
port it is to vote for the party that brings it on 
and carries it on. That party will not be the 
democratic party in the present instance. The 
democrats willhave the honor of voting the sup- 
plies merely. They will have their share of the 
shame, but none of the feathers, the banners, the 
druus and the torch-lights.

THE EAST TENNESSEE'S NEXT. 


Signs Point to Its Scooping the Norfolk and 
Western Some Day.

WILL COME UP AGAIN TODAY. 


The Georgia, Carolinaand Northern Case 
Before Judge Clarke—Status of 
the Case. 


The Georgia, Carolina and Northern is 
waiting at the gates to come into Atlanta, 

The only barrier in its way is the injunction 
suit now hanging fire in the superior court, 
With that removed its cars would be running 
into Atlanta within a fortnight, and another 
outlet to the Atlantic coast would be opened 
into this city. 

Tomorrow morning the argument in the 
case will be resumed before Judge Marshall J, 
Clarke, in chambers. When the case was left 
off last Saturday, Judge Hillyer was 
making an argument for the Georgia 
road’s side of tho case, and 
he will finish tomorrow and the case will be 
decided. 

If it is decided against the defendant, the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern will have to 
find another mode of entrance to the city. It 
is claimed that the company’s depot site could 
hardly be reached in any other way than the 
one the Georgia road seeks to enjoin it 
from using, and if the case goes 
against it, the site determined upon will be 
practically valueless for depot purposes. 

The last bridge on the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern bas been built, and the track 
has been laid as near to Atlanta as Hulsey’s; 
and if Judge Clarke decides the company has 
the right to come into Atlanta, it will take but 
a few days to lay the track up to 
the depot site near the Ballard 
transfer stables. Passenger trains are now 
running to Lawrenceville. The road is 
equipped with rolling stock of the very best 
quality, and when completed the road will 
make a live competitor of the Richmond and 
Danville.

A Few Timely Words. 

An article in the current issue of The 
Southern Alliance Farmer, from the pen 
of that enthusiastic allianceman and 
well-known (Georgian, Colonel W. R. 
Gorman, deserves and will doubtless re- 
ceive the prompt attention of the dem- 

cratic press. 

Colonel Gorman that the alli- 
ance is in imminent danger of dying if 
it follows example of Congressman 
Livingston, and makes tight for 
reform under the banner of the dem- 
ocracy. Speaking of Mr. Livingston's 
opposition to the third party, Colonel 
Gorman says: 

He is morbid on this—in fact, has a night 
mare, when he thinks about the third party. He 
fights them with as much judgment as Don 
Quixote jtought the windmills on the plains of 
Salamanca. The valorous old knight imagined he 
saw an enemy in every windmill, and Livingston 
sees as enemy in every third party man, and like 
the ancient knight, he will be very much in need 
of repairs when he gets through with the fight. 
But of all men he is the last that should fight the 
third party. He is (with all due respect to my 
third party friends) the daddy of that party in 
Georgia. Under his tutelage it has sprung up, 
and is making headway. The issue is now upon 
us, clear cut and well defined, and involves the 
lite of the order. 


There is a very wide difference between 
leading and working for the alliance, and 
being the daddy of the third party. 

Mr. Livingston has thrown himself 
heart and soul into the alliance move- 
ment, but like thousands of other mem- 
bers of the order he feels that it can 
only secure the triumph of its prin- 
ciples and the attainment of its objects 
through the democratic party—the only 
party which is thoroughly in sympathy 
with the masses, and in a position to 
win a victory that will make reform 
possible. 

Colonel Gorman expresses the fear 
that loyalty to the democracy will cause 
the death of the alliance. 

Mr. Livingston takes a practical, far- 
seeing view of the situation. He sees 
a chance to win an alliance victory by 
remaining in the democratic ranks, and 
no chance at all outside. As a democrat 
he can see no earthly reason why he 
and other democrats should abandon the 
old party on the eve of victory, and 
rush into a third party only to bring 
about the defeat of both. The fatal 
folly of such a course when the dem- 
ocratic party is pushing steadily forward 
on the alliance line of reform must be 
obvious to every thoughtful democratic 
ullianceman. 

Here in Georgia, where the alliance- 
men constitute per cent of the dem- 
ocratic pariy—here in the south where 
they overwhelmingly control the party, 
what good reason can democratic alli- 
ancemen give fur organizing a third 
party? The alliancemen of the south, 
with their brethren in the west, are 
gladly welcomed in the councils of the 
democracy, and their leadership is loyally 
followed. They have it in their power 
io push the national democracy, and 
thereby themselves, forward to sweeping 
victory that will settle the twin issues 
of tariff and financial reform in their 
favor for at least a generation to come, 

This is the assured prospect ahead of 
democratic alliancemen, but a third 
party blasts it, and leaves nothing in 
view but the defeat of the alliance and 
the democracy, and the perpetuation. in 
power of a republican plutocracy with 
its robber tariff and robber-like financial 
system. : 

We have given Colonel Gorman’s ar- 
ticle our attention because it is useless 
to disguise the fact that there is a third 
party undercurrent in our politics, We 
have frankly expressed our view of the 
situation because we believe that the 
democratic alliancemen of Georgia and of 
the south, when they see the issues 
clearly presented, will stand by the 
party of Jefferson and of their fathers 
with their old-time loyalty. There have 
been no better democrats than these 
sturdy farmers, and there are none bet- 
ter now. When they consider the third 
party business thoughtfully, they will see 
that they are already masters of the sit- 
uation and that if they leave the ranks 
of the democracy they will throw away 
the fruits of victory.now almost within 
their grasp. 

Livingston would lead the alliance into 
the fight to win everything that it is 
struggling for, while the third party's 
mistaken policy would bring only ruin 
and defeat, 

The third party in the south is a 
delusion and a snare. It is encouraged 
and promoted by republicans, whose only 
object is to disrupt the democracy and 
rivet plutocratic shackles upon the 
masses. Only republicans could have 
originated such a scheme, for democrats 
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in théir senses would never advise the 
majority of their party to run away 
from the minority to start a third party, 
when they could have it all their own 
way in the old organization, with the 
certainty of winning the fight. 

These points will bear thinking over. 
They cannot be answered.

The Result in New York State. 

One of the most important results of 
Governor Hill’s remarkable work in New 
York state will be the new enumeration and 
apportionment law which the democrats will 
shortly put in operation, It is not at all 
strange that the republicans should follow 
their conqueror with slander and abuse, but 
it is strange that democratic newspapers in 
the south should give these republican com- 
plaints their endorsement, seeing that Gov- 
ernor Hill’s work will stand for democratic 
success in the great pivotal state for at least 
a generation. That the republicans, cor- 
nered, cowed and whipped at every point, 
should take refuge in abuse, but nobody 
has ever been able to explain on reasonable 
grounds why democrats should adopt the re- 
publican howl, and add to it some variations 
of their own invention. As usual, these 
democrats are mistaken; they have misinter- 
preted the public estimate of Governor Hill’s 
wonderful victory—a victory whose fruits 
will be reaped by the democratic party for 
years to come. 

The republican division of senate districts 
in New York state is based on the old census 
of 1875. The result of it has been so com- 
fortable that the republicans have persist- 
ently refused to make any change. They 
have refused even to provide for a new cen- 
sus, though the constitution demands a state 
census every ten years. Since the present 
apportionment was made the centers of 
population have changed, and even the 
Porter census, which, it is well known, was 
taken in the interest of the republicans, 
shows what the result of the new enumera- 
tion will be. Owing to the refusal of the 
republican party to comply with the man- 
date of the constitution, the people of New 
York state have been deprived of their 
rightful representation both in congress and 
in the state legislature. Especially in the 
senate the republicans have managed to 
maintain an unlawful majority. 

The new enumeration will place the bal- 
ance of power in the senate where it right- 
fully belongs—in the hands of the democrats. 
In other words, the democrats will elect not 
less than twenty senators, and other sub- 
stantial benefits will accrue from the new 
enumeration. The democrats will have 
complete control of the state, and this fact 
has a vital bearing on the future of the 
democratic party of the nation.

A 
significant circumstance brought out in this book 
more plainly than in any press dispatches is the 
prominence of Europeans in the insurgent army. 
English money furnished support for the revolu- 
tion to begin with, and both English and German 
officers virtually created the military force which 
crushed Balmaceda. The Chilean revolutionists 
seem to have succeeded chiefly in riveting a Eu- 
ropean collar upon the neck of their country.“ 

WARNER MILLER is confident of favorable legis- 
lation by the present congress on his Nicarauga 
canal scheme, He went down there last year and 
fortified himself with a magnificent collection of 
facts and figures about the progress of the work 
and the vaine of the canal to American com- 
merce.

EDITOR CONSTITUTION—Wby don't our farmers 
plant hops? I have seen an acre near Tacoma, 
Wash., realize $1,000, and the climate is very simi- 
lar toours. Thecrop of hops there varies from 
twotofour thousand pounds per acre,and the 
last quotation in New York is: “Hops trom 15 
to 22 cents.“ Say we put the y.cld here at 500 
pounds per acre, at l5cents (the lowest price and 
one-fourth the amount of the lowest yield 
there), that will make $75 per acre. 

Put this against cotton at 10 cents a pound, 
which you may never get again. You figure it 
out yourselves, Ask your congressman to see 
Jerry Rusk and get the best information. Make 
enough hops anyhow to pay your expenses, and 
hold your cotton and reducethe acreage. See 
how small afarm it will take to make hops, in- 
creasing the amount of farm labor and furnishing 
room for thousands who are now crowding too 
much the cities. This diversifies and revivities 
the farmer, in whose hands the prosperity of the 
country lies. Look to it prayerfully.

sd Is Taken to Griffin, Where He Will 
Be Given a Preliminary Trial—The 
Evidence Against Him,

The brutal and heartless murder of old Dr. 
Merrett and his wife near Cresswell about 
bree weeks ago comes to the front again. 

Sam Kendali,a negro man, has been arrested, 
harged with the crime, 

The arrest was made in West End yesterday 
by Marshal McConnell, of East Point, and the 

risoner is now securely contined in the Spald- 
ing county jail at Griffin. 

A few days after the murder was committed 
iscoveries were made which indicated that a 
megro man who had been living near the Bar- 
rett home might know something about the 
rime. 

But when the negro was searched for he 
ded not be found. 

ys disappearance increased the suspicion 
da vigorous search was begun for the negro. 

Vicers in all parts of the state were notified 
I furnished with a description of the 
ne ro. 

Sam Kendall, that was the negro’s name, 
had lived for years near old Dr. Barrett’s 
home and has worked on the place, and when 
it was given out that he was suspected of the 

rime, everyone was on the watch out for 
Him. 

But it remained for Marshal McConnell, of 
East Point, to make the capture. 

Sunday lasta strange negro made his ap- 
pearauce in East Point. He answered the 
description given of Kendall, and Marshal 
McConnell was not long in observing it. He 
quickly approached the negro, but, after 
questioning him carefully, was uncertain. 
The negro gave hisnameas Jack Lawrence, 
and declared that his home was in South Caro- 
lina. He gave a pretty clearaccount of himself, 
and, for the time, Marshal McConnell was 
unable to decide what he should do. He, 
however, determined to watch the negro 
closely, and in doing so called upon a negro in 
whom he had every contidence. That negro 
watched the suspected man closely and early 
Friday notified Marshal McConnell that 
Lawrence had left East Point for West End, 
and was working in that Atlanta suburb. The 
marshal's assistant was instructed to watch 
the negro, and in the meantime evidence was 
being accumulated by the officer. 

Yesterday the marshal became thoroughly 
satisfied that the man he was having 
watched was Kendall, and at once went to 
West End, where he succeeded in making the 
arrest without any trouble. 

At first the negro repeated the story he had 
told when the marshal first approached him. 
He denied that his name was Kendall, but 
when Marshal McConnell argued the case a 
little, the prisoner said: 

“Yes; I’m Sam Kendall. That's my name.“ 

“Did you ever live near Creswell?’ the 
marshal asked. 

“Yes, but I don't know anything about the 
killing of old Dr. Barrett and his wife.“ 

“Where were you that night?“ 

“At my home, just where I should have 
been. But I’m ready now to stand any trial. 
because what I have told vou is true.“ 

Marshal McConnell cartied his prisoner 
to East Point and placed him in prison to 
await the down train on the Central. 
When that train reached East Point, Marshal 
McConnell and his prisoner started for Griffin, 
where Kendall was surrendered to Sheriff 
Patrick. 

The negro not only admits that his name is 
Kendall, but bis appearance indicates that he 

He fills the description accurately. 

Jast what evidence there is to tix the of- 

nse upon Kendall is not known, but those 
who are working the case say they have 
mough to warrant his arrest. 
The relatives of Dr. and Mrs. Barrett claira 
that there is a long chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence against Kendall. They consider him 
the key to the situation, whether his hand 
ruck the fatal blow or not. 

They have had Sheriff Patrick, of Griffin, 
snd officers at Senoia working on the case since 
the night of the tragedy, and they report that 
all the evidence they have been able to secure 
Points to Kendall and Jerry Holt as the mur- 
derers. This conclusion was reached by Sheriff 
Patrick several days ago, and he and others to 
whom he confided have been searching for 


a 2 Kendall. 


They fully expect to convict both Kendall 
and Holt, but believe that in the former they 
have the conceiver and engineer, if not the 
bxecutor of the crime. Holt swore at the cor- 
oner's inquest that he saw Kendall at Dr. Bar- 
rett's home less than two hours before the 
tragedy. In subsequent testimony and inter- 
views Holt has made contradictory and con- 
flicting statements about both himself aud 
Kendall. 

Kendall was searched for, but could not be 
produced at che inquest, and has suceseded in 
Steering clear of public places and officers 
since. These circumstances and others, sup- 
1 with the subsequent conduct and 

ad character of Kendall, form the basis upon 
Which his arrest was ordered.

The Waterworks Contract—Beer Licenses 
Approved—Other News. ‘ 


The award of the contracts for the prelimi- 
nary work on the waterworks were made yes- 
terday morning. 

The Atlanta Machine Works was awarded 
the contract for the fifteen boilers, their figures 
being $11,777.

OLD TIMES IN POLK COUNTY. 


The Oldest Inhabitant Talks of the Days Be- 
fore the War. 

CEDARTOWN, Ga.. January 21.—[Special.]— 
In the year 1852, Polk county was made from 
Paulding, Carroll and Floyd, and perhaps 
some from Cass, now Bartow county. The 
first sheriff was the late William M. Phillips, 
with Brooks M. Willingham as deputy sheriff. 

The first superior court was held before 
there was any courthouse built.

She was executed 
in what is known as the Kate field.“ (from 
which circumstance it took that name,) near 
where the railroad enters on the north side of 
town. The railroad runs over the spot where 
the gallows stood. 

The first court house was of brick, built by 
Robert D. Jones, who also built the dwellin 
now owned by Mrs. A. C. Prior. The jai 
was also of brick and stood on or near where 
the Stuffregan house is. Both of these were 
burnt by the federals in 1864. 

After the war the old wooden jail was built 
by M. F. Harris, ‘Uncle Mike,“ by contract,

Many Georgia Farmers Are Applying for 
Seed. 


TWO HUNDRED POUNDS GIVEN OUT. 


The Commissioner of Agriculture Urges 
the Farmers to Go Slow— Some Facts 
About Tobacco Culture. 


There is going to be a great deal of tobacco 
grown in Georgia this year. 

It is probable, indeed, that Georgia may, in 
time, become one of the leading tobacco states 
of the union, and one of the sources of supply 
for the tobacco consuming world. 

North Carolina, Kentucky, Virginia and the 
Connecticut valley have been the chief places 
for growing the weed in this country for a 
long time, and to them the tobacco trade has 
looked for its source of very fine goods, too. 

Tobacco has never been planted in Georgia 
on anything like a large scale, but a turn has 
come in the affairs of Georgia farmers by rea- 
sou of the disastrous overproduction of cotton 
for the past few years, and they are now try- 
ing to see their way out of the woods, so to 
speak, by planting something besides cotton. 

In this way many Georgia farmers are turn- 
ing their attention to raising tobacco. 

Colonel R. T. Nesbitt, commissioner of agri- 
culture, is very anxious to aid the farmers in 
arriving at a safe conclusion about this over- 
production of cotton. He does not like to see 
them fail utterly by continuing to run in debt 
on extensive cotton planting, and yet he ad- 
vises them to go carefully about making a 
change without some safeguard against failure 
with any other crop. 

The Farmer Must Go Slow. 

In this matter of tobacco culture, said the 
commissioner, ‘‘I am urging the farmers to go 
slow, believing that it will not be safe to dash 
intoaline of farming hitherto unknown to 
them, except with some circumspection. 

„While it is true that too much cotton has 
been the ruin of many a Georgia planter, it is 
still true that too much tobacco will be ruin to 
many more. Thereis nothing wrong about 
planting cotton, if the farmers will raise their 
supplies also. The first thing is to secure a 
living at home, after all. When this is done, 
then think about the best way of making a 
little extra moneys Cotton raised as an extra 
crop will be a great success, but when raised 
exclusively it will be a disastrous failure.“ 

„Have you not encouraged the farmers to 
raise tobacco?“ was asked. 

„Mes, but only asa test. I believe that our 
soil and climate are as good for tobacco culture 
as those of any state in the union. 

„Why not, then, give tobacco a trial? Very 
many farmers can raise their own tobacco, 
thus economizing by cutting down a very sig- 
nificant expenditure in the way of domestic 
supplies. If they plant tobacco on a large 
enough scale to warrant the employment of an 
expert, I see no reason why they cannot grow 
tobacco for sale, and at a considerable protit, 
too. It requires an expert to cure tobacco for 
shipment, though, and this must be borne in 
mind.“ 

Every day the agricultural department re- 


cei ves dozens of letters from farmers asking 


for a package of tobacco seed, and perhaps 
about two hundred pounds have been sent out. 

Visitors call every day and ask for seed, and 
every indication is that a vast amount of to- 
bacco will be planted in Georgia this year de- 
spite the commissioner’s warning to the far- 
mers that too much tobacco all of a sudden is 
as bad as too much cotton. 

What One Planter Did. 


A prominent Georgia planter who owns 
plantations in Columbia county, but who lives 
in Birmingham, Ala., was in the agricultural 
department yesterday ‘speaking of tobacco 
culture in Georgia. 

He said that he intended to plant — 
corn and small grain, and raise enough meat for 
the support of his plantations, and aside from 
this zwould divide the remainder of land 
under cultivation between cotton and tobacco, 

„Why, there is money in tobacco,“ he said. 
„I heard a truck farmer from southern Geor- 
gia say the other day that he planted twenty 
acres in the weed; employed an expert from 
Virginia to manage the crop, and sold the 
vield for $4,000, estimating the entire cost at 
8600.“

Receiverships are becoming painfully frequent of 
late, though, in the case of railways, the principal 
bond and stockholders are located in the north and 
east. 


The breakdown of the Chattanooga Southern is to 
be regretted of course, but the additional capital re- 
quired to sustain it and to develop the traffic along its 
route was not availabic, and it had to go down. 


The road is magnificently surrounded by great min- 
eral and timber wealth, and after reorganization wiil 
gradually build up to a splendid property. 


Placing the Metropolitan Street Railway in the hands 
of a receiver was a suprise to the public, and while its 
business has been unprofitable since the change in 
ownership last June, I believe the present owners 
would have hesitated much longer over the question 
of a receiver had there not been so many and a con- 
stantly increasing number of damage suits against the 
company. 


Street railways depend upon small sums—nickels— 
for support. Their income is necessarily limited, and 
the best of them cannot bear heavy judgments as can 
standard roads with large traffic and income. 


Standard roads rely mainly upon freight traffic for 
earvings, but street roads have nothing but passengers, 
handling great numbers of people for small cost to 
them and a limited revenue ſor itself. 


The large number of people transported by street 
roads makes the chances jor personal injuries frequent, 
in a great many instances due to the negliggace of the 
passenger, but many suits are brought and damages 
obtained no matter how greatly the plaintiff con- 
tributed to the injury. 


This principle is wrong, and should not prevail.

NEW YORK, January 21.—The Liverpool market 
this morning seemed to be divided by conficting 
emotions. At the opening prices were 3-644 higher as 
a result of yesterday’s advance here.

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PISHING THE WORK. 


Observer Morrill Rapidly Perfecting the 
State Weather Burean. 


THIRTY-FIVE STATIONS IN GEORGIA, 


and About as Many More Are to Be Es- 
tablished—The Importance of 
the W ork. 


Georgia is going to have the best and most 
complete weather service of any state in the 
gouth. 

Great changes have been inaugurated in the 
aims and methods of the weather bureau since 
jt became a part of the department of agricul- 


re. 
dee Mr. Park Morrill has been appointed 
director of the Georgia weather service, this 
state has been selected as a territory for a par- 
ticular effort in the way of enlarging the 
work and increasing the usefulness of the 


bureau. 

Mr. Morrill is going to establish an observa- 
tion station in every town of any size in the 
state, and arrange for disseminating the 
weather information thus received in all the 
agricultural centers. These stations will be 
placed in charge of reliable voluntary ob- 
servers, Whose powers will be larger than is 
generally granted to members of the service 
outside of Washington. 

In addition to value this information will 
be locally where it is gathered and made public 
byaid of maps and flags. It will be telegraphed 
to Atlanta each night, and a general forecast 
for the state or district and wired to all the 
local stations early the following morning, 
thereby giving a village of 200 inhabitants as 
good a weather service as the largest city in 
the country enjoys. 

A system of flagfsignals has been devised by 
means of which the forecasts can be conveyed 
to the population of a considerable district by 
a single display on some prominent flagstaff. 
In some sections of the country this system has 
already been widely introduced and has met 
with the highest approval. The flags are five 
in number, two constituting a hoist, and in 
proper combination indicate the approach of 
fair weather, a general rain or snow, or local 
showers, as the case may be, and also the 
changes of temperature and the probability of 
frosts (in spring and autuinn) and cold waves 
in winter. The limited funds at the disposal 
of the bureau render it in general impossible to 
furnish the tlags, but their cost, some ten or 
twelve dollars for the set, is trifling in view of 
the great benefit communities will derive from 
accurate information as to weather conditions. 

Few, perhaps, are aware what extensive ma- 
chinery is brought into action to gather the 
data which results in these forecasts. At 150 
points scattered throughout the United States 
and at some twenty more in Canada, observers 
accurately record, at the same moment twice 
every day, all the meteorological facts which 
determine the weather. From each of these 

ints within an hour a report is received at 
Washington. Then all the facts thus gathered 
are graphically charted on maps of the United 
States and these fori: the basis on which fore- 
casts are made. Then the telegraph again 
bears the conclusions of the forecast ofticial 
throughout the country. Ona somewhat less 
elaborate scale und in a more localized manner 
the same thing is done at the local forecast 
stations, such as Atianta. 

It is the result produced by this great me- 
chanism which is offered in the system of 
forecast telegrams and signal displays above 
outlined. While, as above stated, it is impos- 
sible in generai for the bureau to furnish the 
signal flags, yet, in order to secure a certain 


_acquaintance with the advantages of the sys- 


tem, it is proposed to furnish both flags and 
forecasts to county seatsin Georgia, when a 
secured to 
make the displays. 

An important adjunct of the Georgia 
weather service will be its system of weekly 


crop report bulletins which will be inaugura- 


ted at the opening of next spring and will con- 
tinue throughout the growing season. These 
weekly reports of weather and crops are prov- 
ing a powerful check upon dishonest specula- 
tion, which seeks to disturb market prices to 
the serious loss of the farmer. Sent by tele- 


graph to the great state centers and published 
every week in the papers, they convey very 
reliable information as to the exact conditions 
of the crops and with increasing efficiency are 


checking false rumors and reports. 

It is hoped ultimately to secure an observa- 
tion station in every county of the state, and 
&crop reporter in nearly every town. 

The observation and collection of informa- 
tion will have to be done by voluntary observ- 
ers, and the funds at the command ot the 
bureau will not justify any compensation for 
the service. All the instruments, maps, flags, 
etc., will be supplied by the government, and 
every other possible auxiliary possible fur- 
nished. 

The advantages of a state service are so nuin- 
erous and so ciearly evident that it is thought 
there will be no difficulty in securing capable 
and trustworthy observers as rapidly as instru- 
ments can be supplied. The value of accurate 
climatic data is beyond question in numberless 
ways. It supplies the information as to rain- 
fail on the various watersheds of the state 
necessary to guide cities and towns in building 
Water and sewerage systems. It determines 
the conditions as te heat, moisture, winds and 
Other matters of the highest value to the in- 
telligent farmer. It forims the only basis for 
judging of the various claims of different sec- 
tions as health resorts. It puts invaluable in- 
formation into the hands of physicians in deal- 
ing with epidemic diseases. It will also be 
the means of securing better forecasts of the 
Weather by disciosing local peculiarities of 
climate. In its ulimate development it will 
render possible local warnings of frost and 
flood, and possibly of bail and thunder storms. 

Mr. Morrill is already receiving daily re- 
ports from about thirty-tive observation sta- 
Hons in the state, and expects to establish 
1 additional during the next thirty 

8. 

He was very busy yesterday sending out in- 
struments, flags, maps, inap frames, etc., to 
voluntary observers.

Broderick had the ad vantage, however, and 
in a minute the conductor disarmed Davis. 
He then gave in, and with a laugh agreed to 
„talk it all over.“ 

He was handcuffed and taken to Birming- 
ham. 

Since then Davis has been behaving very 
quietly. In his cell yesterday he was in an 
excellent humor, and talked pleasantly to all 
the officers who called to see him. 

It seemed difficult to believe from his ap- 
pearance that he was the desperado he is re- 
puted to be. He seems good natured, and 
talks fluently and intelligently. 

Yesterday he declared that he was being 
hounded down, and was tired of it. 

“T wouldn't escape if I could,“ said he, 
“I’m going to get clearof all the charges 
against ine, and then settle down in Atlanta 
my old home. For three years I have been 
hunted for; every time a burglary was com- 
mitted I was the more vigorously searched for, 
and I declare I haven’t done a wrong thing 
since I Jeit here last.“ 

„Where have you been in that time?“ was 
asked. 

Here and there,“ was the reply. Mostly 
railroading. Ihave been in the south most 
of the time.“ 

How about the Rome express robbery ?” 

Davis laughed and then said: “I am no 
more guilty of that than the other robberies I 
am accused of. I wasin Illinois when that 
train was robbed and can prove it very easily. 
I was there digging coal for several days.“ 

‘When did you last see Bill Morris, your 
pal?“ was asked: 

Not since he escaped from the penitentiary 
several years ago. No,“ he continued, I 
may have done lots of deviltry and may be 
a bad one, but I have been allright since I 
escaped from the Montgomery county jail.“ 

All of which remains to be seen. 

Just what Davis will be tried for now, seems 
undecided upon. He asserted his innocence 
of the express robbery so strongly to Captain 
Couch last night that he may not be tried 
for it. 

There are fully a dozen cases against him.

IS VISITING ATLANTA ON BUSINESS, 


HejTalks About Atlanta, Her Progress and 
Development—His Trip Through 
the South. 


„I wasin Atlanta twenty-three years ago, 
and saw a thriving little city struggling to 
gain a foothold. How changed is the Atlanta 
of today! 

The speaker was the prince of insurance 
men, Henry B. Hyde, president of the Equi- 
table Life Assurance Society of the United 
States. 

The corporation of which he is president has 
the largest number of policies and the largest 
amounts of insurance of the companies in the 
United States. 

And much of its success is due to the affable 
gentleman who spent yesterday the guest of 
the Gate City of the south. 

He organized the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance Company in 1859—thirty-three years 
ago. He waselected vice president of the 
company when it was first organized, and has 
always been the leading spirit of it. Thecom- 
pany was strong from the first day of its or- 
ganization, and has grown in popularity and 
in the confidence of the people since that 
time. 

Mr. Hyde served the company in the capac- 
ity of vice president for fourteen years, when 
he was elected president. His election to the 
presidency was but a recognition of the inval- 
uable services which he had rendered the 
company. He took hold of the reinsof the 
Equitable with a determination to push it to 
still further success and win a reputation; and, 
during his long administration of its affairs, 
the Equitable has grown into the first 
place in financial strength, and extent and 
volume of business, of insurance companies. 

President Hyde is on a tour of the southern 
states, visiting the various agencies. He rides 
in a private car, and is accompanied by Mr. A.

The change is 
wonderful, and I see every evidence of a bust- 
ling and rapidly developing city. Atlanta is 
very properly termed the Gate City of the 
routh. I have been to Atlanta several 
times since my first visit, and 
every time I see evidence of 
increasing progress and prosperity.“ 

President Hyde went through Texas and ig 
very favorably impressed with the Lone Star 
State. 

That state, said he, has a great future 
that cannot be comprehended.“ 

President Hyde leaves tonight for Jack- 
sonville.
